(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 11-13,17,18,25-28 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Christensen et al( US 5717191) in view of Anderson et al( US 
6565942 B2). The cited secondary reference to Anderson et al teaches that it is known 
in the art to include infusible resins in laminated articles such as taught by the primary 
reference-col 2, lines 5-7; col 8, lines 30-44;col 9, lines 35-33;; col 11, lines 5-12;col 18, 
lines 11-15. it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention is made to combine the teachings of the secondary reference with 
Christensen et al and utilize fusible resin material between the patented layers of the 
primary reference, to bond the laminate motivated by the desire to form a better bond 
therebetween - col 17, lines 65-67. 

3. Claims 11-15,18 and 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Scoles et al( US 5935475) in view of Anderson et al( US 6565942 
B2). The cited secondary reference to Anderson et al teaches that it is known in the art 
to include infusible resins in laminated articles such as taught by the primary reference- 
col 2, lines 5-7; col 8, lines 30-44;col 9, lines 35-33;; col 11, lines 5-12;col 18, lines 11- 
15. it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
is made to combine the teachings of the secondary reference with Scoles et al and 
utilize fusible resin material between the patented layers of the primary reference, to 
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bond the laminate motivated by the desire to form a better bond therebetween - col 17, 
lines 65-67.

Anderson et al(US6284089 B1 ) is cited of interest to show the 
state of the art and for its teachings as set forth.
